‘(d) Permanent permits may be issued to the Senior Executive Medical 
Offioer and Health Officer for use of surgical specialist and Medioal 
Officers in case of emergency and tho Cantonment Executive Officer, 
Kasauli, for use on duty. 

(e) Military vehicles shall be driven by tho road leading to tho barrack* 
past the Motor Stand. All other Government vehicles and also the 
vehicles of Government servants visiting Kasauli on duty shall 
entering the Cantonment through the Civil Barrier be admitted 
free. 

If) No motor vehioles shall be driven beyond the Regimental Guard Room 
towards tbe Bazaar. ”
